expense. She is only asking that 
we make good on some of the 
nice things we are saying about 
democracy and about the rights of 
all peoples to make their own gov- 
ernmental mistakes in their own 
ways.

Specifically, China wants to know 


what we are going to do about ex- 
traterritoriality and exclusion. 


Extraterritoriality is the multisyl- 


labic name for that privilege, which 
all western nations have claimed 
and exercised, of establishing on 
Chinese soil little private doma'ins 
of .our own, in which the Chinese 
had no more rights than in Tas- 
mania. 


It is as though, in the Chinatown 


of San Francisco or New -York, 
territories had been set aside over 
which the United States relinquish- 
ed all control. Chinese 
soldiers 


would guard them; Chinese courts 
would function; our police could 
not touch criminals in those China- 
towns. 


Needless to say, neither we nor 


the British, the French or the 
Germans would consider granting 
China such rights. 
Why, 
then 


should we expect the Chinese to 
feel happy when we, through super- 
ior military might, have enforced 
such an ignominious bargain upon 
China? 


Exclusion is the antihesis of ex- 


traterritoriality. 
While we 
force 


China to admit any occidental at 
his will, and waive all control over 
aim while' on selected Chinese soil, 
we forbid Chinese to enter the Unit- 
ed States at all—except temporari- 
ly, under drastic control—or to be- 
come citizens under any circum- 
stances. 


This rankled almost as much as 


extraterritoriality. 
But the 
argu- 


ment here is less clean cut. There 
are important economic arfgles. The 
great difficulty springs from orien- 
tal ability and willingness to work 
for a few cents a day, to live on 
rice and water, and thereby to 
compete for jobs on a basis that 
no American should be expected to 
consider. 


With 
the 
kindliest 
of feeling 


toward China, and all gratitude and 
admiration for the splendid fight 
they are making, there is a ques- 
tion whether we should make any 
sweeping promises about exclusion. 


But we can proclaim to the world, 


at once, that after we have helped 
chase the Japs we shall pull out 
our troops and renounce forever 
any claim to extraterritoriality in 
China.

States'!Comrhis'- 
sion of Education declared today, 
because they can't read n e w s- 
papers or simple printed directions 
or write leters or A-B-C instruc- 
tions. 


"They are the functionally illiter- 


ate," said John W. Studebaker of 
Washington, D. C., in an address 
prepared for delivery before the 
National Education Association an- 
nual convention, who are "serious- 
ly handicapped as soldiers and as 
workers — not because they are 
unintelligent but because they find 
it exceedingly difficult 
to under- 
stand." 


Culminating a long fight against 


illiteracy, Studebaker said, the U. 
S. Office of Education has 
pre- 


pared a program "which we hope 
will shortly be submitted to t h e 
congress."

Others may have to 
do without but "Not Us." 


It sounds like exaggeration but 


the "Not Us" family actually grum- 
bles abqut what a nuisance it is to 
have to remember to lake an old 
tube to the drugstore when buying 
a new tube of toothpaste. 


Now that sugar rationing has 


gone into effect the "Not Us" fam- 
ily qnly gets half a pound a week 
per person, like everyone else. But 
they arc still enjoying pics, cakes, 
and cookies as usual—which could 
only be managed by failure to de- 
clare that hundred pounds in the 
basement. 


They're Driving Their Tires Thin 
The tire shortage scared the day- 


lights out of the "Not Us" family 


and for a long time they used their 
car as little 
as 
possible, even 


though they miraculously had more 
than one spare for it. 


But the other day there was a 


hint that the government might 
have to take over private automo- 
biles in the future or at least might 
permit a family to have only five 
tires. So, the "Not Us" family out- 
side the gasoline ration area is 
running the wheels off the car, 
going for long Sunday drives and 
even taking week-end trips in it. 


It's simple, the way they have it 


figured out. If the government is 
likely to take their car away from 
them before the tires are gone, 
they might just as well wear out the 
tires themselves. And they are do- 
inR their best to do just that. 


The funny thing about the "Not 


Us" families is that they think 
they are good citizens. They cer- 
tainly don't believe for a minute 
they and their attitudes are handi- 
capping the war effort. 


They believe in the war effort 


—but they don't want to be incon- 
venienced by it.

more than 200 years ago, 


Deborah Sampson was the first wo- 
men ever to serve with the United 
States armed forces; and accord- 
ing to 'the official rcord, the only 
one who ever did until Mrs. Oveta 
Gulp Hobby took oath of office the 
other day as chief of the WAAC. 


Of course, Deborah stole a march 


on her 20lh century sisters by sub- 
terfuge. Instead of telling her re- 
cruiting officer in 
Massachusetts 


that she was just plain Deborah 
Sampson, she told him she 
was 


Robert Shurtleff. 


The recruiting officer evidently 


took her word for it, because with 
no more ado than that, Deborah 
was mustered into the Continental 
army,. That was April of 1781. 


Shurtleff proved a stout soldier 


too. Nobody every questioned his 
courage or his ability to swing one 
of those weighty old muzzle loaders 
down on the Red Coats. He was so 
well thought of by his comrades 
that when he caught a chunk of 
British lead at the battle of Tarry- 
town, they pulled fiim off the field 
of battle and rushed him to a dress- 
ing station behind the lines. 
. The record here is a little ob- 
.scure. How Deborah managed to 
keep her secret isn't made 
clear 


in the otherwise meticulous report. 
But she kept it sufficiently to re- 
join her regiment, still as Robert 
Shurtleff, and she was shouldering 
a musket a few yards away when 
Lord Cornwallis surrendered 
to 


Gen. George Washington.

Zeros over Malaya and Java, then 
the Pacific," said Welch.

walking along the 
beach when 


three nathje c a n o e s happened 
along. 


"They took us to the mainland, 


where we found some natives tend- 
ing another wounded American pi- 
lot at a village. We stayed at the 
village for a while and then carried 
the wounded man through the jun- 
gle to a deserted mission station 
where we got transportation back 
to an Allied base." 


Welch said he was scratched up 


a bit, but was eager to get back 
on the job.
